Funding problems hold up

Funding 
key to 
shuttle

The federal government will have to 
grant the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration its requested $1.2 
billion in fiscal 1976 for development of 
the space shuttle project if the rocket- 
plane system is to stay on schedule for a 
first manned orbital flight from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida in mid-1979 
This is the assessment of shuttle 
watchers, who argue that the reusable 
launch vehicle program is not in line for 
promised Ford Administration cuts of 
“ new initiatives" because it has been on 
the drawing boards for several years 
and is now in the development stage 
Also slated for the shuttle, but not on 
this year's NASA shopping list, is a 
Vandenberg Air Force Base facility 
costing around $600 million and a first 
western launch from this area in the 
early 1960s, after the system has been 
flown and proven in Florida NASA is to 
finance and direct the Florida shuttle 
operations and the Air Force will take 
command at Vandenberg 
Military aerospace planners and their 
contractors are 
still 
studying 
the 
influence on the Vandenberg space port 
plans of a NASA decision to ferry the 
shuttle orbiter craft from base to base 
— or from manufacturing point to 
operational base — piggy back aboard a 
modified 
Boeing 
747. 
M ilitary 
spokesmen have said nothing concrete 
about the Defense Department’s plans 
for Vandenberg except that a shuttle 
base of some sort is planned for early in 
the next decade 
In a 
letter to 
Congressman Robert J Lagomarsino, a 
Pentagon 
spokesman 
recently 
confirmed that the military still intends 
to pour 
“ several 
hundred 
million 
dollars’’ 
into 
the 
Vandenberg 
construction 
One possible influence of the NASA 
piggy back decision could be that the 
need for a shuttle landing facility at 
Vandenberg could be cast in a doubtful 
light — since more favorable climate 
and terrain is available at Edwards Air 
Force Base in Kern County and there 
would be the ready capability to piggy­ 
back 
shuttle 
orbiters 
back 
to 
Vandenberg 
from 
Edwards 
for 
refurbishment and relaunch This could 
cut millions from the Vandenberg 
construction bill 
The general approach of the military, 
as expressed by some of its leaders, 
toward the shuttle project, has been one 
of wait and see If NASA succeeds with 
their initial pioneering shuttle effort in 
Florida, 
presumably 
the 
Defense 
Department can enter the manned space 
game without having to pay to learn 
expensive lessons about the system — it 
will be buying into a proven thing 
If granted the $1 2 billion this year, 
NASA's shuttle timetable will be kept on 
the track and this will presumably also 
allow 
the 
Defense 
Department’s 
schedule, whatever it really is, to stay 
on schedule too 
Last fiscal year's shuttle allottment to 
NASA was $797 5 million, according to 
Aviation Week and Space Technology 
Magazine Though the shuttle could not 
be classified by the Ford administration 
as a new initiative, the project, with 
several vocal and powerful opponents on 
Capitol Hill, may be vulnerable for 
money cuts in this or future fiscal years 
Budget requests for the shuttle will 
begin to balloon in succeeding years as 
the system nears operational status.

Edelin today was given a light sentence 
—one year on probation —for his 
conviction of manslaughter of a fetus in 
a legal abortion. 
Judge James P, McGuire stayed the 
sentence pending an appeal which 
Edelin’s attorney, William Homans, 
said would be filed “ this afternoon.” 
Maximum sentence for manslaughter 
in Massachusetts is 20 years. Homans

recommendation to the judge but said in 
a brief unprepared statement that 
Edelin is “ not the kind of individual who 
has any malice in his heart... and has a 
long and charitable career ahead of 
him.”

constitutional question is whether Dr. 
Edelin was denied the right of due 
process. Homans argues the doctor was 
convicted of an act that, up until the 
time of his indictment, was not defined 
as a crime.

Transportation official today said signs 
were favorable for the repair this year 
of highway S-20 north of Vandenberg Air 
Force Base despite initial funding 
problems. 


The official, Chuck Wagner, assistant 
department director, said he and other 
county officials are working with the 
federal government 
in negotiations 
being 
pushed 
by 
Rep. 
Robert J. 
Lagomarsino. Wagner said “ It looks 
good .” 
A section of the Base’s access road to 
Santa Maria was washed out by storms 
m early April 1974. Wagner said the road 
bed was stable, but the underlying earth 
support gave way. 


“ We found that the road was built over 
an ancient slide area,” he said. “ The 
county is trying to make a real effort to 
get federal funds for the job. Our plan is 
to have this funded by federal funds and 
actually designed and put out to bid by

Wednesday on a measure to delay for 90 
days the import fee increase which the

“ What we need to do is to sustain the 
veto, then let Congress get to work on an 
energy program and we might be ready 
to make accommodations on detail,”

PARIS (UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger received a pledge 
today in Zurich that Iran will continue 
supplying oil to Israel if Israel gives 
Sinai oilfields back to Egypt, but there 
was no breakthrough on his efforts to 
bring down Arab oil prices. 
Kissinger then flew to Paris for talks 
with French leaders on energy and 
Middle East problems. 
Shah Mohammed Riza Pahlevi of Iran 
said after conferring with Kissinger for 
two and a half hours in Zurich that he 
would keep oil flowing to Israel if Israel 
returned the Abu Rodeis oil fields in the 
Sinai desert to Egypt under a new 
partial disengagement sponsored by 
Kissinger. 
The shah also told newsmen after his 
talks with Kissinger he would refuse to 
participate in any oil embargo against 
Israel. 
Armed with the twin pledge from the 
shah, the Secretary of State flew into 
Pans on his last stop of his Middle East 
and European tour. 
Kissinger scheduled a dinner meeting 
tonight with French Foreign Minister 
Jean Sauvagnargues, to be followed by a 
breakfast conference Wednesday with 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing. 
The shah’s pledge to keep oil flowing 
to Israel came in a statement that once 
Iranian oil has been loaded on tankers 
the destination is unimportant. This 
apparently freed Iran to continue the oil 
shipments it has sent to Israel for the 
past 25 years. 


“ Once the tankers are loaded, we do 
not mind where it goes,” he said. “ For 
us, this is a purely commercial transac­ 
tion.” 
The shah was replying to questions 
about the Atu Rodeis oilfields —which 
American officials said had been at the 
top of the list of Kissinger’s questions to 
the Iranian monarch. 
The shah also said that oil prices 
should correspond to inflation rates m 
the industrialized world. 
“ I am concerned about keeping a 
constant purchasing power,” he said. He 
had told French President Valery Gis­

that

producing countries might lower their 
prices if the industrial nations slashed 
the price of their manufactured and 
agricultural goods.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court ruled unanimously today that 
presidents have no power to withhold 
water 
pollution 
control 
allotments 
provided to the states by act of 
Congress. 
The Court acted in an appeal brought 
by New York City and Detroit —one of a 
series of legal challenges to impound­ 
ment 
of 
congressionally 
approved 
grants by President Richard M. Nixon. 
The opinion, dealing with the 1972 
federal Water Pollution Act, said there 
is nothing to warrant such action by the 
chief executive even though Congress 
might have implied in the legislation 
that he has such a right. 
Georgia went directly to the Supreme 
Court in 1972 in an effort to overturn all 
the impoundments ordered by Nixon, 
but the Court rejected this broad 
challenge in favor of deciding the 
matters on a case-by-case basis. 
In other actions on its return from 
two-week recess, the Court: 
—Ruled in a Florida case that an 
accused person is entitled to a hearing 
before a judge when he is arrested solely 
at the discretion of a prosecutor. 
—Blocked enforcement of Missouri’s 
new abortion law pending appeal of a 
ruling that it is constitutional in all but 
one respect. 
—Ruled 8 to 1 that minority members 
of a union have no right to bargain or 
picket in their own behalf when they 
believe the union is not properly pushing 
their cause. 
—Dismissed an appeal challenging the 
authority of state courts to outlaw 
“ record piracy” in which cheap re­ 
recorded 
songs 
are 
distributed 
nationally. 
—Agreed to decide if Maryland’s law 
aiding private colleges, including those 
affiliated with churches, violates the 
Constitution. 
The court met without two of its 
members 
present, 
although 
they 
participated in the rulings. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall, who has 
been suffering pneumonia, was in 
Bethesda Naval Hospital and was 
expected to go home later this week.

married children. Grbac has a 
high school and trade school 
education. 
Since coming 
to 
Lompoc 
he 
has joined

A ssociation 
of 
Retired Persons. He has never 
sought public office before 
Before 
finally 
committing 
himself 
to 
enter 
the 
race, 
Grbac said he decided he could 
sit there “with 
feelings of 
futility” that are expressed by 
many people or he could try to

There aren’t many people 
around that can forget their 
first lesson behind the wheel of 
a car. The mixed feelings of 
excitement and fear and the 
many skeptical looks flung at 
the driving teacher are not 
soon forgotten. 
John Gildea, driving teacher 
at Cabrillo High School for 
seven years, has observed 
several thousand of such “first 
days.” 
“Students seem very nervous 
the first few times in the car; 
their hands are sweaty and 
their movements are jerky and 
rigid,” said Gildea. “Most of it 
seems to be a fear of the 
unknown. They don’t know how 
the 
machine 
will 
react 
to 
them.” 
Students and Gildea agree. 
When Becki Fazzone took her 
first trip behind the wheel, she 
admits that she was extremely 
scared. “I was really petrified. 
I kept thinking that I might 
mess up and run into something 
I shouldn’t. The first time out, I 
kind of wished I didn’t have to 
doit. Now I’m glad.” 
With 
the 
arrival 
of 
a 
simulator at Cabrillo, behind- 
the-wheel training has changed 
a bit. A simulator is a fake 
“car” with different driving 
hazards portrayed on a screen. 
The “car” is equipped with all 
the regular gears and also 
flash es 
warnings 
(brake, 
speed, signal). 
There are three classes a 
day, with 20 students in each 
class. They spend one hour in 
the simulator, and another in 
regular cars. 
“One of the main mistakes 
students make when they’re 
first 
learning 
to 
drive 
is 


He replied: “ Anything that is 
easy-gotten is not respected or 
valued as much as though you 
had to struggle for it.” To 
illustrate his point, Grbac said, 
“Everytime I come in contact 
with someone who grew up 
close to a farm or who worked 
on a farm with their parents, I 
usually 
don't 
have 
much 
problem communicating with

“Those that know, know that

not necessary.” 


What is the answer to all 
this? Grbac says he visited 10 
or 12 of the local schools and

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'Old oil' decontrol seen 
despite Congress action 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank G. Zarb says President 
Ford will decontrol the price of 
“old oil” on April 1 —even if 
Congress has not passed a tax 
on excess oil company profits. 
“Old oil” is not really old. It 
refers to the amount of oil any 
given well was producing as of 
May 15, 1972 Any oil pumped 
above that amount is "new 
oil,” and is not subject to price 
controls. 
Zarb told Congress Monday 
that freeing the price of "old” 
domestic crude oil would cause 
higher prices for consumers 
and higher profits for the oil 
companies. 
Rep. H John Heinz III, R- 
Pa., asked Zarb whether "the 
President will go ahead and 
decontrol old oil prices without 
an excess profits tax by April 
1? ” 
“Yes,” Zarb said However, 
he added Congress would then 
have five days to veto the 
action. 
All oil produced beyond the 
May, 1972 levels, whether from 
new wells or old ones, is 
considered “new oil” and is not 
subject to federal price con­ 
trols. 
Treasury Secretary William 
E Simon said removing price 
controls on "old oil” would cost 
consumers $9 billion. 
The decision to free the price 
of "old oil” is part of the 
administration's plan to make 
the 
nation 
energy 
self- 
sufficent, especially from high 
priced Arab oil imports, Zarb 
said

Officials to try 
new bird killing 


PADUCAH, Ky (U P I)- If a 
cold, freezing rain rolls through 
Kentucky tonight, city officials 
say they will try again to wipe 
out more than a million pesky 
blackbirds. The first effort 
killed about 200,000 birds. 
The birds will be sprayed 
with the chemical Tergitol, a 
soapy 
detergent 
which 
— 
combined with rain —washes 
protective oil from the birds’ 
feathers. Many then die of 
exposure. 
“ We only have about 800 or 
900 gallons of Tergitol left,” 
city 
m anager 
W illia m 
Howerton said Monday “ Once 
that’s gone, that will be it for 
this year.” 
Last week a low-flying crop 
duster swept across a park 
where 
thousands 
of 
birds 
roosted, eventually killing al­ 
most a quarter million star­ 
lings, grackles, cow birds, red 


wings and brewers. The birds, 
stripped of their oil protection, 
lingered near-frozen on the 
ground, then huddled in groups 
and died 
The birds have plagued the 
town for weeks, roosting at 
night in recreational areas and 
cemeteries, and spreading dis­ 
ease 
by 
day 
with 
their 
droppings. 


Doctors say the droppings 
can 
cause 
histoplasmosis, 
which attacks the respiratory 
system and in some cases leads 
to blindness. In some areas, 
birds have left up to six inches 
of droppings. 


“ I really expected with all 
the nationwide notoriety this 
thing is receiving to get all 
types of letters and obscene 
replies but so far we’ve had 
nothing but compliments,” said 
Howerton.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
said Monday illegal drug traffic 
continues 
at 
the 
Veterans' 
Administration 
Hospital 
in 
Long Beach but many other 
conditions have improved. 
In a 21-page report released 
by Cranston, he said “ the worst 
problems at Long Beach are 
behind us but we still have a 
long way to go in insuring more 
easy access to veterans, more 
concern and compassion in 
dealing with individuals.” 
The report was compiled by 
staff members from the Veter­ 
ans 
Administration’s 
chief 
medical directors office and 
the U.S. Senate Committee on 
Veterans Affairs. 
The investigation was begun 
following a two-week hunger 
strike and sit-in at Cranston’s 
office in February, 1974. At 
that time, veterans charged 
that acohoiism and illegal drug 
use was rampant at the 1,600 
bed hospital and that treatment 
was callous and inadequate. 


Cranston said Monday that 
some of the accusations turned 
out to be “ not as bad as 
rumored,” but that he was 
concerned 
about 
continuing 
reports of “ drug trade, drug 
abuse and alcoholism ” 
The 
report 
said, 
“ It 
is 
generally believed that illegal 
drug use either has dramatical­ 
ly decreased or has gone 
underground.” 
The number of beds at the 
hospital has increased from 
1,200 to 3,200 since last year, 
the report said, and its budget 
has 
increased 
nearly 
$50 
million. 
The report added that some 
doctors in the spinal cord 
injuries wards should be fired 
because they “ have lost the 
respect of the patients and 
coworkers and represent a 
potential embarrassment to the 
Veterans Administration.” 
Much of the drug trafficking 
problems have been traced to 
the spinal cord injuries section, 
the report said. 


Nixon's lawyer plea 
Teachers' Parents 
rally for funding 
FORT WORTH, Tex (U PI) 
— Former Watergate Prosecu­ 
tor Leon Jaworski said Monday 
he received a plea last fall 
from Richard Nixon’s attorney 
asking Jaworski not to indict 
the former president. 
Jaworski, in a speech to the 
Texas Daily Newspaper As­ 
sociation, 
said 
Nixon's 
attorney, Herbert Miller, “ said 
that in view of the massive 
publicity of the impeachment 
proceedings as well as the 
president’s resignation, a fair 
trial under the Constitution 
could not be given to Nixon and, 
accordingly, that it was useless 
to return an indictment of him. 
“ Mr. Miller submitted well 
reasoned arguments in support 
of his position and strongly 
urged that any consideration of 
an indictment be dropped.” 
Jaworski said 
But Jaworski said he had 
already decided, before receiv­ 
ing Miller’s plea, that it would 
be difficult to indict Nixon and 
impossible 
for 
the 
former 
president to receive a fair trial 
during the first nine to 12 
months immediately following 
his resignation. 


Jaworski said when Ford was 
considering a pardon for Nixon, 
some of the President’s aides 
approached 
him 
for 
his 
analysis of the situation. 
“ The massive publicity in the 
hearing and the findings that 
ensued 
in 
the reversal 
of 
judgment of the number of 
members of the Republican 
party following release of the 
June 23 tape recording and the 
statements carried nationwide, 
and finally, the resignation of 
Richard M. Nixon, require a 
delay, before selection of jury 
is begun, of a period from nine 
months to a year, perhaps even 
longer,” Jaworski said he told 
Ford’s aides. 


Jaworski also said Ford’s 
aides asked him specifically 
how long it would take Nixon to 
come to trial if he had been 
indicted and what areas had 
been investigated in connection 
with charges that could have 
been filed against the Presi­ 
dent.

Brown allowed a bill delaying 
earthquake standards for the 
Capitol Hughes Stadium to 
become law without his sig­ 
nature. 
The measure was conditional 
on the local Los Rios Communi­ 
ty College District spending 
nearly $2 million in the future 
to make improvements on the 
stadium. 
He said on the same day that 
teachers travel to Sacramento

high school sport in the Lompoc Valley 
That number represents about 30 per cent 


of the combined student population of 
Lompoc and Cabrillo. 
And we re not just talking about the kids 
who take part in the sport,” said Spruill, 
but all those students who attend games 
and all those support groups.” 
Bands, drill teams, pep squads, student 
managers — they would all be rendered 
partially or wholly obsolete if it weren’t for 
sports. 
And the fans — students and non­ 
students 
“Our 
community 
likes 
athletics.” 
commented Spruill “It has a respect for 
what athletics can do for a town and for 
students If you picked out all the people 
not involved in some part of the sports 
program in the Lompoc school system, you 
wouldn t be able to pick out many people ” 
While other cities ponder cutbacks in 
their programs, the Lompoc Unified School 
District is in the midst of a sizeable 
expansion of the local sports program 
Three new girls' interscholastic sports 


were added this year There are now 16 
sports available for local preps — six for 
girls and 10 for bovs. Next year there will 
be 17 or 18. 
Counting varsity, junior varsity and 
freshman levels of competition, there are

How can Lompoc afford to increase when 
other schools are swinging away with 
budget-cutting axes?

in the school year 1973-74, interscholastic 
athletics at Lompoc and Cabrillo cost a 
combined $166,921. The money came from 
district funds ($118,025) and student body 


funds ($48,896). 
Lompoc High reported an income from 
sports admission receipts of just over 
$i®.000, including more than $19,000 from 
football, one of the two sports which 
traditionally more than pays for itself (the 
other is basketball). 


Costs, of course, are going up due to the 
economy and increase in the number of 
teams. But at least for the present time, 
the Lompoc Unified School District seems 
capable of financing the extensive sports 
programs without resorting to emergency 
measures such as those threatened in the 
Santa Barbara high schools, where junior 
varsity and freshman competition may be 
eliminated if voters fail to pass a $15

Legal sports gambling: pro and con 


CLEVELAND (UPI) - Rep Ronald 
M 
Mottl, D-Ohio, said Monday he 
favored government-sanctioned betting 
on professional sports because it would 
hit illegal bookmakers where it hurts 
most—in the pocketbook 
“Sure, 
I’m 
all 
for 
legalizing 
professional 
sports 
wagering,” 
the 
freshman congressman told UPI 
“A 
number of my constituents also favor 
legalizing professional gambling be­ 
cause it's a $40 billion to $50 billion 
industry. 
“Right now, about 10 per cent of the 
money generated in illegal gambling on 
all sports goes to pay off public officials 
and policemen. With legalization, that 
would be eliminated I would think that 
it behooves us to look very seriously at 
the legalization of sports wagering .” 
Mottl, the driving force in getting a 
state lottery formed in Ohio while a 
state senator, said stringent laws could 
be enforced to make sure athletes would 
not “throw” games He said the penalty 
for such offense would be “so stiff that it 
would, in itself, be a deterrent for an 
athlete to even think about throwing a 
game. 
“The state and federal governments 
could use the additional revenue derived 
from sports wagering,” Mottl added. “It 
would put the illegal bookmaker out of 
business 
if 
we 
legalized 
numbers, 
lotteries and sports wagering. 
“Organized 
crime 
right 
now 
is 
associated 
with 
loan-sharking, 
drug 
traffic and many other forms of crime 
throughout the world If we could hit 
organized 
crim e 
where 
it 
hurts 
most—the pocketbook—we’d set them 
back quite a bit. That’s why I’m for 
leg a liz e d 
g a m b lin g , 
in clu d in g 
professional sports.” 
But Bill Fitch, general manager-head 
coach of the NBA Cleveland Cavaliers, 
doesn’t buy it. He says the impact of 
government-sanctioned betting in pro 
sports “would be much more on the 
negative side than on the positive side 
and I could never be for it 
“I can’t in any way, shape or form see 
why anyone would want to make it legal. 
We’ve (basketball) had our big scandal

where it was proven that games were 
fixed even when it was against the law 
“ It’s a sad state of affairs when we 
have to generate revenues for our state 
and federal governments by betting on 
human beings and make them our pawns 
for it. I don’t think it’s right There are 
too many other things for gamblers to 
bet on. ” 
Nevertheless, a special commission 
on national gambling policy opens two 
days of hearings Wednesday in Wa­ 
shington. Representatives from nearly 
every 
major segment of American 
athletics are expected to line up solidly 
against 
any 
federal 
legislation 
to 
legalize gambling on sports. 
Although he will not be there to 
testify, Cleveland Browns’ owner Art 
Modell—a past president of the National 
Football 
League—has 
some 
strong 
views on the subject 
He said legal 
betting “could very easily destroy the 
integrity and the credibility of sports 
“It would be a difficult thing for 
professional sports to contend with if 
passed. ’ Modell said of the legislation 
“If it did come to be, I’m positive the 


league would pass legislation prohibiting 
any member of the team, front office 
and all their relatives from betting on 
any gam es.” 
And Nick Mileti, owner of three major 
sports teams here, is solidly against 


gambling, 
“because

illegal ' You wouldn’t expect anything 
but that from him because he’s a former 
prosecutor. 
But when asked what he would do if 
government-sanctioned betting on pro 
sports became a reality, Mileti said:

All about Moe 


NEW YORK — (NEA) — While reading the new book, “ Moe 
Berg Athlete. Scholar, Spy” (Little, Brown ), I was reminded of a 
line from Dylan Thomas: “ I like very much people telling me 
about their childhood, but they'll have to be quick or else I'll be 
telling them about mine ” 
I like very much people telling me Moe Berg stories, but they’ll 
have to be quick or else I’ll be telling them mine. 
The co-authors of Moe's book, Louis Kaufman, Barbara 
Fitzgerald and Tom Sewell, aren't quick enough. 
In good time, they tell us about how Moe went from the 
Princeton campus to the big leagues (turning down a Romance 
languages professorship at Princeton to do so), how Moe was 
fluent in 12 languages, how Moe became a lawyer during off­ 
season studving at Columbia, how Moe inspired the famous 
appraisal, “ Good field, no hit,” how Moe infiltrated behind enemy 
lines to learn and evaluate Nazi scientific secrets. 


They tell us how Moe filled his rooms with 
worldwide newspapers, and wouldn’t allow 


anyone to sit on the chairs because the 
newspapers, he admonished with a smile, 
“ were alive.’’ And we learn how Moe took three 


showers a day, was the brief but enormous star 
of the popular radio quiz show, “ Information 


Please,” and how he was the warm friend of 
people from Ted Williams to Albert Einstein

“ I kept looking at this man,’’ Ted recalled about his rookie year. 
“ He must have been about thirty-six or so and I was just a kid. 
And I kept saying to myself, ‘Is this Berg guy some kind of an act, 
or what?' I watched him and watched him, listened to him, and his 
special uniqueness never faded. I concluded it wasn’t an act but 
here was a special kind of different human being... He was 
something to remember and he certainly had a real man’s guts.” 
The book recalls an anecdote concerning Albert Einstein And 
here particularly I wanted to insert my two cents’ worth. The 
story goes that Мое was visiting Einstein's home at Princeton. 
Berg had written a story for the Atlantic Monthly magazine 
entitled “ Pitchers and Catchers ” Einstein in the same issue had 
written about the atomic bomb 
Einstein, it is recalled in the book, said, “ I read your story in 
the magazine. Mr. Berg. You teach me to catch and I ’ll teach you 
mathematics." 
There is a punchline which Мое added when he told me the 
story Einstein went on to say, “ But let’s forget about it, because 
I'm sure you’d learn mathematics faster than I ’d learn baseball ” 
And then the pair went back to sipping the tea Einstein had made, 
talking, and then listening to the professor play his violin. 
Мое told me about this one of the numerous talks we shared in a 
variety of baseball press boxes, until his death at age 70, on May 
30.1972 
He was a tall, lean, darkly complexioned man with neat, wavy, 
gray-black hair in his later years. He always wore a black suit, 
black tie, black shoes, white shirt. He was a man widely open to 
new thoughts, new people, new joys And he was very, very 
secretive 
When I once asked him if he had ever written anything, he said, 
“ Only a treatise on Sanskrit.” Not true. I later discovered the 
Atlantic piece published in 1941. When I mentioned it, he said, with 
some delight about my detective work, “ You caught me.’’ And he 
never, never discussed his secret service work during and after 
World War II 
Moe’s father, a Ukrainian-Jewish immigrant, never approved of 
his brilliant son’s ballplaymg. Neither did Moe’s brother, Sam, a 
Newark physician Dr Sam once told me, “ Мое could have been a 
brilliant barrister, but he gave it all up for baseball. And all 
baseball ever gave him was his happiness.” 
And Мое was decidedly happy at baseball games. He enjoyed 
the company of young sportswriters, particularly, I believe, 
because they, at least I, were enthralled. Unlike, I may add, the 
young ballplayers. Мое once told me that he would never go down 
into the dugouts like some oldtimers. 
“ Once when I was with Boston,” Мое said, “ Roger 
Peckinpaugh, a great shorstop in his day, visited our dugout. I 
remember Williams whispering to me, ‘Who’s that old geezer?’ 
‘Old geezer!’ I said. He was a better hitter than you’ll ever be.’ It 
wasn't true, but I thought I ’d just shake Ted up a bit, give him 
some historical perspective.’ ” 
In the press box, Мое would like to point out what pitch would be 
forthcoming, why a second baseman just missed getting his glove 
on a grounder (“ The team arrived late last night and was up early 
this morning — not enough sleep” ). 
I sat behind Мое during the opening game of the 1971 World 
Series in Baltimore. He sat next to Jimmy Cannon, the fine, 
doughty veteran sportswriter, who also had a penchant for 
discussion. But during the first several innings, Cannon was quiet. 
Berg talked. Мое would turn to ask me and some of the other 
young sportswriters what we would do in this and this situation. 
Periodically, Мое recalled how he had blocked the plate in 1928 
in a similar circumstance against Ту Cobb, how he had called this 
pitch in this predicament for Walter Johnson. For most of us, it 
simply added a beautiful patina to the game. But Cannon, wearing 
a cap, stared straight ahead, unspeaking. 
Near the end of the game, Мое asked again generally what we 
thought might now happen in this crucial situation. Cannon could 
take it no longer. He muttered from under his cap, “ If you’d be 
quiet for a minute we’d find out. ”

Braves’ owner Paul Snyder 
said at a news conference 
Monday that the club decided 
against increasing prices be­ 
cause the city has one of the 
highest unemployment rates in 
the nation. 
“ I just don’t understand how 
with 60,000 unemployed people 
in the Buffalo area, prices can 
be increased,” Snyder said.

He said costs have gone up 
but, by not increasing prices, 
the Braves hoped to draw more 
fans next season. 
Ticket prices are $4.00, $5.50,

them.”

Commission members could 
offer little in the form of a 
s o l u t i o n . 
P a r k s 
Superintendent Jack Barnes 
expressed a sense of futility. 
If there ever was a case of 
“there ought to be a law,” this 
is certainly the case. It is a 
fact 
that 
ihe 
parking 
lot 
drinking gangs are ruining 
park 
enjoyment. 
It 
is 
a 
deplorable situation that such 
actions are causing a decline 
in the number of mothers and 
small children using the park 
on weekdays, as reported by 
Supervisor Barnes. Summer 
time 
is 
nearing 
and 
the 
situation is bound to get worse 
before it gets better unless 
somebody acts forcefully now. 
The parking lot behavior 
must be broken up, rousted if 
it so be. Constant patrol car 
presence when the gangs are 
present would, we believe, go 
a long ways toward deterring 
their behavior. What about a 
foot patrol? 
There must be a solution.

Another Vietnam storm 


WASHINGTON - From a key figure 
in the Senate, the State Department has 
been given a grave warning: If the 
Administration persists with a formal 
request for 1500 million for South 
Vietnam and Cambodia, the Congress 
will never pass another foreign aid bill. 
What 
makes 
this 
w a r n i n g 
doubl y 
impressive is that it 
comes from one who 
has played a respon­ 
sible role in foreign 
policy. 
Without 
the 
efforts of Sen Hubert 
Humphrey, the aid bill 
would never have got 
through the last Con­ 
gress. He was instru­ 
mental m working out 
a compromise over 
continuing Turkish as­ 
sistance that for the 
time being averted a 
painful crisis. 
But 
the 
storm 
blowing 
up 
in 
anticipation 
of 
the call 
for more 
military help to prop up the South 
Vietnam government is already stirring 
the opposition that so divided the

country at the height of the Vietnam 
war 
Activists brought to new life by the 
rallying cry of Vietnam are coursing 
through congressional offices bent on 
getting commitments in advance of the 
battle And this is only the beginning. 
Debate in the Senate over more 
money for Vietnam could halt all 
movement for weeks Defeat in the end 
or drastic reduction of the amount 
requested would hardly help the morale 
of the faltering government in Saigon of 
Nguyen VanThieu. 
Humphrey 
is proposing

negotiations that supposedly ended the 
war with a stand still agreement be 
called together again 
They would 
confront the renewed warfare with the 
hope of working out a more realistic 
accord Whether Hanoi, making such

position is as follows The initial request 
for Vietnam was $1.4 billion. This was 
reduced to $700 million That leaves a

Increasingly the opposition, and by no 
means merely the young activists, sees 
the Thieu regime as hopelessly mired in 
corruption and gross incompetence. 
They see a deadly parallel with Chiang 
Kai-shek in 1945 when the United States 
was pouring in billions of dollars to try 
to stave off the threatened Communist 
takeover as Communist armies gained 
one victory after another 
Protests against the corruption of the 
Thieu government by Buddhist monks 
and Catholic priests, suppressed with 
violence as reported in the American 
press, further erode whatever support 
may have existed after the calamity of 
American failure in Vietnam 
This is compounded by our own 
troubles in a deepening recession with 
unemployment over 7 per cent of the 
work force 
Even without Vietnam and the shaky 
government in Cambodia crying for 
more help, relations between Congress 


Dog racing 


Assemblyman Leon Ralph is renewing 
his efforts to legalize greyhound dog 
racing The proposal is not new and in 
fact has become somewhat of an “old 
reliable” perennial, with Ralph as its 
latest sponsor. 
If anything has changed since the last 
time he proposed dog racing it is that 
Ralph is now operating from a greater 
position of influence in the Assembly as 
chairman of its Rules Committee Also 
the adoption by the voters of the lobby 
“reform” act may impair the ability of 
horse racing interests to defeat the 
proposal as they have been credited with 
in the past. 
Ralph’s measure, AB 455, is a fairly 
comprehensive 23 page bill which would 
create a commission of five, appointed 
by the governor, to regulate dog racing. 
The bill itself contains many provisions, 
for regulation and licensing of those who 
would be involved, similar to those now 
governing horse racing. 
It would restrict the location of tracks 


to those counties over one million in 
population It is different from other 
efforts to legalize gambling in the past 
in that it doesn't attempt to gamer 
support from special sectors such as 
agriculture or education by holding out 
carrots in the form of splits from the 
anticipated revenues It merely assigns 
all revenues to the general fund, save 
some small percentage allocations to 
the counties and cities in which the 
tracks are situated 


The 
m ajor 
argum ent 
of 
the 
proponents appears to be one of “ fair 
play” based upon the fact that horse 
racing is now permitted While that may 
have 
some 
merit 
it 
shouldn’t 
be 
overlooked that the strongest supporters 
appear to have a large financial interest 
in seeing the “sport” legalized in this 
state. 


On the other hand the strongest 
organized opposition would appear to be 
the horse racing interests who also have 


large financial stakes in the outcome 
Theirs however, unlike the dog racers is 
not 
speculative 
They 
have 
huge 
investments in the tracks, in horses and 
in the various supporting industries and 
services. Altogether it is claimed that 
horse racing represents a billion dollar 
industry within this state 


Both sides indulge m exaggerations to 
support their positions The horse people 
contend that dog racing is a “ low 
budget” operation as compared to their 
investments It is certainly true that 
breeding and raising race horses is an 
expensive business 


The horse people also seek to block 
dog racing with claims that it will 
introduce racketeers and foster crime 
and corruption 
Ralph refutes this 
with letters from law enforcement 
officials in states where dog racing is 
now permitted 
The horse people’s 
strongest argument is that it will 
seriously damage horse racing because

This is for the birds 


A report by Graydon B. Hall, the 
county’s agriculture commissioner has 
some interesting comments on crop 
damage by birds in the northern Santa 
Barbara County area. “Birds have been

Most recently they 
destroyed 27 acres of young lettuce in 
the Lompoc area. In the same area 
another seven acres of cauliflower being 
grown for seed was also damaged

descended on a 50- 
acre field of sugar 
y

beets and completely 
ft 
\ 
destroyed it in two 
days. 


Despite a story last 
week in the Record 
telling 
about 
unemployment 
com­ 
pensation 
benefits 
going 
begging 
the 
money apparently is 
still unclaimed. 
Now come some figures from James 
D. Lorenz Jr., director of the State’s 
Em ploym ent 
D evelopm ent 
Department, 
giving 
the 
economic 
impact of the failure of the unemployed 
to claim their just due. Lorenz said, 
“Although 
we 
have 
mounted 
an 
extensive public information program, 
thousands of Californians have still 
failed to apply for benefits.” This 


failure, 
Lorenz 
adds 
“will 
cost 
unemployed workers as much as $2,340 a 
piece during 1975.” 
Lorenz noted that 
businesses and 
communities in the state will lose 
several million dollars, as a result of the 
unclaimed benefits. 
More information can be obtained 
from the Lompoc branch of the EDD at 
Chestnut Avenue and I Street. Basically 
the new program provides weekly 
compensation checks for unemployed 
workers who earned at least $750 during 
the preceding 12 calendar months, and 
who have not been eligible for regular 
unemployment insurance. This would 
include farm workers and domestics, 
just to name a couple of categories that 
normally would not be eligible for 
benefits. 


AB4114 became the law of the land 
last month in quiet contrast to the furor 
that developed in the legislature at the 
time the two houses were considering it. 
For those who don’t know and that 
would include just about everyone, the 
new law provides that “All initial 
proposals of employe organizations 
representing certificated employes or a 
certificated employe council, which 
relate to matters within the scope of 
meeting 
and 
conferring 
shall 
be 
presented to the public school employer 
or governing board thereof at a public 
meeting, and such proposals thereafter 
shall be a public record.” 
Both 
the 
California 
Teachers 


Association, CTA, and the California 
Federation of Teachers, CFT, opposed 
the legislation, and it’s easy to see why. 
Before the law, and this is the way this 
reporter saw it locally, the certificated 
Employe Council, CEC, would make a 
proposal 
to 
the 
school 
board’s 
representative on salary and fringe 
benefit requests, and 
after some 
dickering back and forth, the amount of 
salary increase offered teachers would 
be announced. Now the requests of 
teachers are known from the outset 
because a copy of the requests is 
published with a school board agenda. 
True, in the past, one side or the other 
on occasion would jump the gun and 
announce its requests to the press, but 
by and large that was not the rule. 
Despite the new law, however, there is 
still a credibility gap between the adding 
machine used by the school board and 
the teacher groups. The school board 
representative, for example, added up 
the salary requests of teachers and 
other employes and said they would 
come to more than $8 million above 
current levels. Teacher representatives 
had no precise figures to offer as 
counterpoint, but they said publicly that 
“historically the figures used by the 
school board are as much as 50 per cent 
too high.” Despite this contention, the 
school board is resting on its figures. 
The law is good for the public. It was 
this reporter’s contention for a number 
of years that the old way of doing things 
was all wrong. The Brown Act or secret

As to corruption in racing the dog 
fanciers like to quote from Sports 
Illustrated wherein a writer declared 
“The dogs’ are America’s best bet Dog 
racing is without a doubt the most 
honest sport in the world There is no 
way to fix a dog race ” That is too 
dogmatic (no pun intended) a statement 
to swallow. Almost anything can be 
fixed but the probability is that dog 
racing can be as well regulated as any 
other “sport.” 


Whether the Legislature will approve 
Ralph’s proposal this time is anybody’s 
guess But the fact is that dog racing has 
been gaining ground in recent years and 
has now been legalized in 12 states. 


meeting law, permits the school board 
to discuss in private the salary of one 
teacher or perhaps a couple of teachers, 
but prohibits the discussion of salaries 
for the entire district.
